But the ba.se spokesman 
said the pilot of a re.scue heli­ 
copter dispatched immediately to

Secretary Of The Treasury 


When there are so many rumors of the appointment 
of a new Secretary’ of the Treasury, there may b e some 
truth ab out it. The rumors may only reflect a very 
general opinion that Douglas Dillon has lost the con­ 
fidence of enough persons to give rise for a replace­ 
ment. Certainly Dillon is no Andrew Mellon, who was 
our last outstanding Secretary’ of the Treasury. Ogden 
.Mills, 
who followed him, was b rilliant. 
Roosevelt 
appointed his agricultural neighb or, Henry Morgenthau. 
who flipped a coin to determine the gold support of 
the dollar. 
Morgenthau was a humorless hut honest 
ai^d conscientious man; his appointment to the Treasury 
was an administrative ab surdity. 
Douglas Dillon, a Repub lican, was appointed Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury b y President Kennedy perhaps on 
the assumption that a Wall Street b anker knows some­ 
thing ab out such complex sub jects as money, exchange, 
gold, etc, 
V 


This is generally a false assumption. So-called 
investment houses rarely deal with such questions 
and their personnel know little ab out them. At any 
rate, as Secretary of the Treasury, Douglas Dillon 
has permitted our gold hoard to b e reduced to a 
point of danger. He ha.s done nothing serious to 
punish tax evasions b y the b ig evaders who put 
their money in .Switzerland, Panam a, Hongkong, and 
other places. His decree of July 20, prohib iting the 
holding of numismatic gold is really funny. Franz 
Pick, our leading authority on gold, tells this story 
In his own way : 


“ From 1049 until 19.i4, the historic ‘pnvate’ mint in 
Milan, Italy produced the famous Milanese sovereigns 
and .sold them b y the millions of coins. Washington not 
only did n<^ open its mouth, b ut tolerated their trade 
in the r S. 
Today, when even the highest officials 
b oast that the dollar is b etter than one and one half 
years ago . . . we have to take such petty, if not 
childish, mea.sures to protect this ‘b etter’ dollar, b y 
prohib iting gold coin holdings ab road. By this nearly 
CMi’iAtic ‘ukase’ or Schachtsmelling decision, we have 
done more harm to the dollar, which the decree wanted 
m protect. Be< ause we simply pushed the gold com 
miners ab road—and prob ab ly within the U.S. too—into 
the Black M arket” 
The per capita deb t of the Tnited States makes no 
sense when we are giving money away. That deb t tt 
the end of 1981 stood at $1,802.70 per person. Compare 
that to West Germany which is $128 20 per capita, or 
Italy, which is $2» 2 01 per capita. 
A Secretary of the Treasury is responsib le for 
finding a program to reduce our deb t, while safe­ 
guarding the value 
o i the dollar and at the .same time 
keeping the economy moving. 
Perhaps on his organ­ 
izational chart President Kennedy prefers to turn such 
a program over to his economic advi.sors. If so, what 
does the Secretary of the Treasury do'’ 


The names which are b antered ab out as Mr. 
Dillon's successor are interesting: Henry Alexander 
o< the Morgan Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York surely is no authority on gold in relationship 
to our economy. Rob ert 1/Ovett has b een in and 
out of government b ut he has never b een a financial 
expert. Kugene Black of the International Rank for 
Reconstruction and Development has had a vast 
experience in the field of money and exchange. 
John Jay McCloy is an authority on the economy 
of b oth the I ’nited .States and Europe. 
Some of 
West (ierm any’s enormous success may b e attrib ut­ 
ed to him. 


Whether it will b e one of these or someone else or 
rt« b ody, Douglas Dillon faces the political difficulty that 
it 1.« expected that he is the next man in the Cab inet 
to go 
One of the major difficulties that the Administration 
faces in this field is that official figures do not reflect 
fact.''. What IS the actual amount of American dollars 
on deposit in Switzerland and other tax havens? Has 
income tax b een paid on any or all of it? In the gold 
b lack market, all transactions are without record. Pay­ 
ments fw transfers are never made b y check or any 
other referab le, recordab le method. Hard cash is used.

has to do to get rid of persons 
suspected of communist activities 
is to arrest them, and that they 
will then, of course, b e convicted 
and put in jail without much dif­ 
ficulty. But the truth of the m at­ 
ter is that Communist agents are 
not only sub tile and skillful in 
their methods, b ut they know 
American laws very well and they 
have the b enefit of resourceful 
American lawyers who manage to 
keep them out of jail.

Universal Pictures Inc. The gov­ 
ernment felt that this constituted 
a monopolistic practice b ecause 
MCA was now in a position to 
represent an actor, put him to 
work in an MCA television com­ 
pany or an MCA-owned motion 
picture company, take 10% of his 
earnings for getting him a job , 
and earn a profit on his work 
from the company. 
It could do b etter than that. It 
could have its motion-picture com­ 
pany — Universal -- order 
a 
script to b e written b y an .MCA 
writer, arrange to have it b ought 
b y an MCA producer who would 
hire an MCA direitor and MC.A 
actors, and shoot the picture a* an 
MCA studio. There had to b e an 
economic divorce. .MCA — which 
means Jules Stein, the founder, 
and Lew Wasserman. the presi­ 
dent — listened to the alarm b ell.« 
too long without doing anything. 
So, when Rob ert Kennedy’s Jus­ 
tice Dept, b egan to apply the 
pressure. .MCA wanted to sell the 
talent agency to Us emplojoes 
and. when that move failed, give 
it to them. 
The government said no. MC.A 
decided to keep Revue Produc­ 
tions, Decca, and Universal. The 
agency was ab andoned 
in 
one 
week 
On Madison Avenue, the 
secretaries wept into the plush 
rugs, and receptionists kicked the 
gleaming pine panelling as the 
switchb oards died They were out 
of work. So were people in Los 
Angeles, Cleveland, London and 


other cities where MC.A maintain­ 
ed offices. 
Dick Rub in, one of the b est 
radio and t v. agent.« was out. So 
was Kay Brown, the most fam­ 
ous of all the movie agents. So 
was Phyllis Jackson, who is with­ 
out a peer as a literary agent On 
a mid-summer day, each one held 
a dead phone. 
Jules Stem started that agency 
in a sccond-story loft in Chicago's 
prohib ition days. He was an op- 
tometrist. 
He wanted to

b ands, so he called his outfit 
Music Corp. of America. He rep­ 
resented Horace Heidt and other 
orchestras. He took his b rother- 
in-law. Charles Miller, into the

David Werb lin and others were 
added from time to time and. 
eventually, they b ought the old 
Leland Hayward literary agency. 
This was the first step in Jules

Itooked everyb ody for everything 
and they were kidded and dis­ 
paraged b y their own clients in 
pub lic, b ut they were the sharp­ 
est, the b est and the most talent­ 
ed. When Phyllis Jackson took 
over my old job , I retained MC.A 
as my agents. 
Eventually, Stein spread himself 
so thin that the government could 
see through him.

MCA was, to strain a figure of 
speech, a dead whale. By morn­ 
ing. all the other agencies were 
raiding the MC.A list of luscious 
clients The piranha attacked with 
gleaming teeth and. almost b y 
sundown, the whale was a skele- 
ton. 
Kay Brown and Phvllis Jackson 
took their list of good clients 
to a small agency called .Ashley 
Steiner. Others, on the coast, ask­ 
ed actors for an informal loyalty 
pledge until a new- b usiness could 
b e set up. Some hatl to go to 
competitors, competitors who had 
b een lieaten to a pulp b y MCA,

Why No Speedup 
For Nike Zeus? 


Nike Zeus, the promised U.S. deterrent 
against missile attack, is still at least a year 
away from acceptance by the Department of 
Defense. 
Although 
the 
anti-m issile 
missile 
proved exceptionally accurate in the first known 
employment of its capabilities last month, the 
Pentagon timetable has not been advanced. 
Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell Oil- 
patric made this point clear shortly after the 
successful interception of an Atlas missile nose 
cone. To date, the Pentagon retains its cautious 
attitude toward the missile, contending many 
more tests are necessary before the system can 
be ordered into production. 
Tests of Nike Zeus already scheduled will 
continue well into next year. They will include 
the launching of antimissile devices from Kwa- 
jalein Atoll in the Pacific with instructions to 
destroy Atlas missiles launched fi;om Vanden­ 
berg Air Force Base in California, a distance of 
4,500 miles. 
lf these tests prove as effective as the initial 
tryout, Nike Zeus will probably go into produc­ 
tion by 1964. Some anxiety is being expressed 
by members of Congress and the public over the 
failure to accelerate Nike Zeus* timetable after 
its spectacular first-try success. There has been 
no better system devised to destroy enemy 
missiles which penetrate free world defenses.

Secretary Of The Treasury 


When there are so m any rum ors of the appointm ent 
of a new Secretary of the T reasury, there m ay be som e 
truth about it. 
The rum ors m ay only reflect a very 
general opinion that Douglas Dillon has lost the con­ 
fidence of enough persons to give rise for a replace­ 
m ent. Certainly Dillon is no Andrew Mellon, who w as 
our last outstanding Secretary of the T reasury. Ogden 
Mills, 
who 
followed 
him , 
w as 
brilliant. 
Roosevelt 
appointed his agricultural neighbor, Henry M orgenthau, 
who flipped a coin to determ ine the gold support of 
the dollar. 
M orgenthau w as a hum orless but honest 
aqd conscientious m an; his appointm ent to the T reasury 


was an adm inistrative absurdity. 
Douglas Dillon, a Republican, w as appointed Secre­ 
tary of the T reasury by President Kennedy perhaps on 
the assum ption that a Wall Street banker knows som e­ 
thing about such complex subjects as money, exchange, 


gold, etc. 
v. 


This is generally a false assumption. So-called 
Investment houses rarely deal with such questions 
and their personnel know little about them. At any 
rate, as Secretary of the Treasury, Douglas Dillon 
has permitted our gold hoard to be reduced to a 
point of danger. 
He has done nothing serious to 
punish tax evasions by the big evaders who put 
their money in Switzerland, Panama. Hongkong, and 
other places. His decree of July 20, prohibiting the 
holding of numismatic gold Is really funny. Franz 
Pick, our leading authority on gold, tells this story 


In his own way: 


“ F rom 1949 until 1954, the historic ‘private’ mint in 
Milan, Italy produced the fam ous Milanese sovereigns 
and sold them by the millions of coins. W ashington not 
only did not open its mouth, but tolerated their trade 
in the U.S. 
Today, when even the highest officials 
boast that the dollar is better than one and one half 
years ago . . . we have to take such petty, if not 
childish, m easures to protect this ‘better’ dollar, by 
prohibiting gold coin holdings abroad. 
By this nearly 
a o ris tic ‘ukase’ or Schachtsm elling decision, we have 
done m ore harm to the dollar, which the decree wanted 


to protect. 
Because we simply pushed the gold coin 
owners abroad—and probably within the U.S. too—into 
the Black M arket.” 
The per capita debt of the United States m akes no 
sense when we are giving money away. That debt at 
the end of 1961 stood at $1,602.70 per person. Com pare 
that to West G erm any which is $128,20 per capita, or 
Italy, which is $202.01 per capita. 
A Secretary of the T reasury is responsible for 
finding a program to reduce our debt, while safe­ 
guarding the value of the dollar and at the sam e tim e 
keeping the economy moving. 
P erhaps on his organ­ 
izational chart President Kennedy prefers to turn such 
a program over to his economic advisors. If so, w hat 
does the Secretary of the T reasury do? 


The names which are bantered about as Mr. 
Dillon's successor are interesting: Henry Alexander 
of the Morgan Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York surely is no authority on gold in relationship 
to our economy. 
Robert Lovett has been in and 
out of government but he has never been a financial 
expert. Eugene Black of the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development has had a vast 
experience in the field of money and exchange. 
John Jay McClov is an authority on the economy 
of both the United States and Europe. 
Some of 
West Germany’s enormous success may be attribut­ 
ed to him. 


W hether it will be one of these or someone else or 
rttfbody, Douglas Dillon faces the political difficulty that 
it is expected that he is the next m an in the Cabinet 
to go. 
One of the m ajor difficulties that the Administration 
faces in this field is that official figures do not reflect 
facts. What is the actual amount of American dollars 
on deposit in Switzerland and other tax havens? 
Has 
income tax been paid on any or all of it? In the gold 
black m arket, all transactions are without record. Pay­ 
ments for transfers are never m ade by check or any 
other referable, recordable method. H ard cash is used. 
The question then arises why is nothing done or 
even said about all this? Are such big men involved 
in tax haven transactions that all lips are sealed to 
avoid disclosure? 
I do not know. The T reasury apparently does not 
know. 
Are only the truthful, honest A m ericans to 
suffer?

WASHINGTON - Is there a 
faction in the Dem ocratic P arty 
today which considers the fight 
against Communism in the United 
States as just a lot of nonsense?

Mr. Ford was probably the best 
exam ple of how one m an can 
build up an individual enterprise 
that this country has ever seen.

Critical edi­ 
torials would be called to his a t­ 
tention by the local Bell m anager 
who was expected to keep an eye 
on his hometown paper. 


David Vs. Goliath 


Here is the am azing sequence 
of AT&T’s pressure on little Andy 
Gibas, a tale of a modern David 
and Goliath: 
Shortly after the offending edi­ 
torial appeared, Cervenka phoned 
the ’’Circulating Pines” office and 
ordered the telephone ad dropped 
from the next edition. He m ust 
have thought better of this, for 
he showed up later with a substi­ 
tute ad and explained that he 
had merely w anted to m ake a 
change. 
Cervenka also phoned Andy and 
suggested that, if he were inter­ 
ested in his new spaper, they had 
better have a talk. At this con­ 
frontation. 
Cervenka 
accused 
Andy of printing untrue and libel­ 
ous statem ents about AT&T 
W hat particularly 
upset 
Cer­ 
venka was the claim that AT&T 
had overcharged its long-disiance 
users a billion dollars. 
Andy's 
spitfire 
wife, 
G race, 
later supplied the source of this 
information. It had been taken, 
she said, from a House speech 
by Congressman Emanuel Ceiler, 
New York Democrat. 
“ Congressman Ceiler is not a 
friend of ours.” replied Cervenka. 
"Now I understand. The trouble is 
you read the wrong things.” 
The Bell m an’s next step was to 
check at the Minnesota Newspa­ 
per Association for information 
on possible backers who m ight 
own an interest in Andy’s paper. 
Somehow, he cam e up with the 
nam e of E rnest 
Madsen, 
and 
prom ptly m ade contact. 
“ We were curious to know* whe­ 
ther this financial backer felt like 


the Gibases did," Cervenka ex­ 
plained to this* column. 
But it turned out that M adsen 
owned no part of the paper, that 
it belonged totally to the Gibases. 
(To kep it solvent, Andy is oblig­ 
ed to work by day as a chem ist 
while his wife gathers the news.) 


AT&T Invasion 


Finally, AT&T launched its in­ 
vasion of Circle Pines. Cervenka 
called upon Mayor Gerald Pehl, 
ex-Mayor Carl Eek. town coun­ 
cilmen, and other leaders. His as­ 
sistants i n t e r v i e w e d Andy a 
friends and neighbors, 
Altogether, 
Cervenka 
insist* 
they saw no more than 15 people. 
But reports reaching Gihas indi­ 
cate the whole community m ust 
have been canvassed. 
Some 
of 
those 
interviewed 
claim the Bell people were polite 
and proper in 
their 
approach. 
Others detected an omnious note 
in their criticism of the 
little 
newspaper. 
One who didn't like Cervenka * 
insinuations was the Rev. H arris 
Jesperson, pastor of St. M ark s 
Lutheran Church in Circle Pines, 
He told this column that Cervenka 
went so far as to imply the Gi- 
hases were procom m unist in their 
attitude. 
“ If you are insinuating the Gi- 
hases are Communists and 
all 
that rot,” the pastor lectured C er­ 
venka, 
“you 
had better forget 
about it right now.” 
More 
easily 
influenced 
were 
Mildred Huse and her son, Gor­ 
don, who run one of the tow n's 
two leading grocery s'ores, Gor­ 
don’s M arket. They stopped ad ­ 
vertising 
in 
the 
“Circulating 
Pines” after Cervenka’s visit. 
(Gordon Huse. who answ ers to 
the nicknam e ’ Buz.” assured this 
column that Cervenka hadn’t sug­ 
gested an economic boycott. 
We didn't want to got involved, 
so we dropped our advertising.'* 
explained Buz. 
But 
Andy and

aren't easily intim idated. 
They 
struck back In a front page edi­ 
torial. 
The questioning of friends and 
neighbors “gives us a very uneasy 
feeling,” they wrote.

A few weeks ago. MCA died as 
a talent agency. It was killed by 
the Departm ent of Justice while 
the agency was in its prime. The 
shot was well aimed, and legal. 
MCA — which 
means 
Music 
Corp. of America — had too m any 
fingers in the theatrical pie. It 
was an agency, a record company, 
a 
movie producer, a television 
producer. 
In 1946, the Saturday Evening 
Post referred to MCA as “The 
S tar Spangled Octopus.” At the 
tim e. I had a special interest in 
MCA because I was director of 
their literary departm ent. In that 
day it was said that MCA not only 
put 
money 
into 
The State 
of 
The Union, but represented the 
authors 
'a t 
a 
10% 
fee), the 
stars, Ralph Bellamy and Ruth 
Hussey (10%), owned part of the 
show, represented the director, 
and was beginning to cast an ap­ 
praising eye on the ushers. 
Maybe, lf any of it is true, the 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
required 
a 
long tim e to break up the monop- 
oly. Toward the end, MCA w as 
earning about $8,000,000 a y ear 
in 
10% 
fees 
from 
actors 
like 
Jackie Gleason, Marlon Brando, 
Frederic M arch, Rosalind Russell, 
Kirk 
Douglas, 
Paul 
Newman, 
Jack P aar, Dave G arroway, a 
host of w riters, producers, direc­ 
tors, 
m usicals, 
dram as, 
books, 
and foreign rights. 
At the sam e tim e, it was earn ­ 
ing about $75,000,000 from owning 
Revue Productions Inc , the big­ 
gest 
television operator 
in the 
business; 
Decca 
Records, 
and 
U niversal Pictures Inc. The gov­ 
ernm ent felt that this constituted 
a monopolistic practice because 
MCA was now in a position to 
represent an actor, put him to 
work in an MCA television com ­ 
pany or an MCA-owned motion 
picture company, take 10% of his 
earnings for getting him a job. 
and earn a profit on his work 
from the company. 
It could do better than that. It 
could have its motion-picture com ­ 
pany — Universal — order 
a 
script to be w ritten by an MCA 
w-riter. arrange to have it bought 
by an MCA producer who would 
hire an MCA director and MCA 
actors, and shoot the picture a* an 
MCA studio. There had to be an 
economic divorce. MCA — which 
m eans Jules Stein, the founder, 
and Lew W asserm an. the presi­ 
dent — listened to the alarm bells 
too long without doing anything. 
So. when Robert Kennedy's Ju s­ 
tice Dept, 
began to apply the 
pressure. MCA wanted to sell the 
talent agency to its employees 
and. when that move failed, give 
it to them. 
The governm ent said no. MCA 
decided to keep Revue Produc­ 
tions, Decca, and Universal. The 
agency was abandoned 
in 
one 
week. On Madison Avenue, the 
secretaries wept into the plush 
rugs, and receptionists kicked the 
gleam ing pine panelling as the 
sw itchboards died. They were out 
of work. So were people in Los 
Angeles, Cleveland, London and 


other cities where MCA m aintain­ 
ed offices. 
Dick Rubin, one of the best 
radio and t.v. agents was out. So 
was Kay Brown, the m ost fam ­ 
ous of all the movie agents. So 
was Phyllis Jackson, who is with­ 
out a peer as a literary agent. On 
a mid-sum mer day, each one held 
a dead phone. 
Jules Stein started that agency 
in a second-story loft in Chicago'* 
prohibition days. He was an op- 
tom etrist, 
He 
wanted 
to 
book 
bands, so he called his 
outfit 
Music Corp. of America. He rep­ 
resented Horace Heidt and other 
orchestras. He took his brother- 
in-law, C harles Miller, into the 
business, 
and 
they 
flourished. 
David W erblin and others w ere 
added from tim e to tim e and. 
eventually, they bought the old 
Leland H ayw ard literary agency. 
This was the first step in Jules 
Stein’s le t’s-spread-out philosophy. 
MCA's agents always wore a dark 
suit and 
a sincere 
look. 
They 
booked everybody for everything 
and they w ere kidded and dis­ 
paraged by their own clients in 
public, but they were the sharp­ 
est, the best and the most talent­ 
ed. When Phyllis Jackson took 
over my old job, I retained MCA 
as my agents. 
Eventually, Stein spread him self 
so thin that the governm ent could 
see through him. And so. the 
agency w as sacrificed and, for a 
moment, 
the 
theatrical 
world 
stood still. But only for a m om ent. 
MCA was, to strain a figure of 
speech, a dead whale. By m orn­ 
ing, all the other agencies w ere 
raiding the MCA list of luscious 
clients The piranha attacked with 
gleaming teeth and, alm ost by 
sundown, the whale was a skele­ 
ton. 
Kay Brown and Phyllis Jackson 
took 
their list of good 
clients 
to a sm all agency called Ashley 
Steiner. Others, on the coast, ask­ 
ed actors for an informal loyalty 
pledge until a new' business could 
be set up. Some had to go to 
competitors, com petitors who had 
been beaten to a pulp by MCA, 
and ask for a job.

It virtual­ 
ly wiped out earlier fears of fis­ 
cal officials that a tax increase 
m ight be necessary in 1963, but 
there w as no im m ediate prospect 
it would perm it a tax reduction. 


G oldstein reported that the total 
general fund surplus as of the end 
of the fiscal year June 30 w as 
$24 I m illion. The 1962 legislature 
had

m illion of this toward balancing 
the current y ea r’s budget. An ad­ 
ditional $1.7 m illion w as advanced 
to state departm ents as working

July 1. 


$6 Million For "Rainy Day** 


This leaves the unencum bered 
surplus at $10.9 m illion. To go with 
this, Gov. T aw es still has $6 m il- 
lion set aside in a "rainy d ay’* 
revenue deficiency fund. The $16 9 
m illion could be pushed consider­ 
ably 
higher 
by

tim e next fall if the econom y con­ 
tinues strong. The general fund 
norm ally increases about $18 m il­ 
lion a year without new program s 
being added to it.
